_ In purfuance of your order to me communicated in your letter of the iStli 
inftant, in confequence of the diredions of the Lords Commiflioners of the Admi- 
ralty, enclofing therewith all the documents fent from their Lordfhips for my 
guidance, I beg. leave to acquaint you for their Lordfhips information, that 1 pro- 
ceeded to Ardglafs, taking Lieutenant Menry Fryer to my affiftance. where wc 
arrived on the Z2d and proceeded to examine the Harbour, which we found to be 
correaiy reprelented by the Plan put into my hands with other Papers from the 
Admiralty.- 

I^eports made by Mr. Rennie, Captain Taylor, and 
William Hocy, elq. CoUedor of Strangford, with the other documents contained 
in the Report from the Committee of the Houfe of Commons on the Petition 
relative to Ardglals Harbeur, we find the faid Reports to be corred and juft. It is 
my opinion therefore that Ardglafs Harbour is exceedingly well adaiited as a fafe 
letreat for vdlels in that part of the Irifli Channel to take (belter in from gales of 
wind on the fliore, there being a good am] clear entrance with a fufficient depth at 
low water, and, with the propoled Pier, pcrfccl I'afety; it is likewife a pood Harbour 
to ail irom; a 1 ler carried out the extent of the rocks by Lord Lccale’s Cattle 
wdl alJord ftelter and lately to Sloops ot War, Revenue Cruizers, Sec. but if the 
Pier IS lurthcr extended according to the Plan, it will afford Ihclter even to fmall 
hr'gates. 

As Strpgford Harbour is mentioned in the Report of the Commiffioners of the 
Revenue in my hands, together with the Pier building in Dundrum Bay. as areafon 
for Its not being necc-ffary to conftmett a Pier at Ardglafs, I beg leave to ftate a 
contray opinion, as the very great rapidity of the tide both tunning out and into 
Strangford over the Bar makes it extremely dangerous ; it appeared to to me, and 
was hkewile reported to be tb by three Commanders of Revenue Cruizers I met 
there, who ftated to me that if a Pier was built at Ardglafs, that Port would be a 
place ot rendezvous inftead ot Strangford, where the time of Hack tide at both high 
and low water is very Ihort, and at no other time is it fate to ernfs the Bars it was 
but the other day that one of them going out pitched her bows under when eroding 
the liar, and earned away her bowlprit and topmaft and was in great dan^rfr a« at 
thele times they report the helm to be of no ufc. therefore Strangford is certainly a 
very dai^rous Harbour. ^ 

We next proceeded to vifit the Pier building at Newcaftle in Dundrum Bay, 
which when l.mnied may afford a chance of faving fuch veflels as may unfortunately 
be there emi ayed,_ with the Jives of their crews, and in that point of view it is 
certainly a very dehrable objeeft to have a good Pier conftnidled there. I think 
no commander of a velTd would willingly go into that Bay if he could keep 
out of It. ■' i 

•IRe Pier appears to be nearly half made, and as far as [ can judge it is con- 
firucting in a mafterly ttyle, but that the enfuing winter will put to the proof- 
at the end ot the Pier, by our loundings, there was tight feet at tow water Iprini 
tide, and halt way in t.ure was four feet; tl:e beach thereabout will be nerfcdlv 
dear and fmooth, as alt tlie large ftones that are now there will be ufecl about the ’ 
Pier._ ihe bottom and beach is clay, with a light coverine of Iknd; tlie wind 
blowing Iiito the bay occalions a very great fca. and as there is faid to be a very 
great indraft, a vellel at luch time untortunatcly embayed cannot poffiblv get out, 
therefore her only chance of being Lved is by the Pier. 

I fend a certificate from a Pilot of Ardglals who I examined refpefting that

Copy oftlie Reports of Captains of Packets on the Harbour of Ardglafs. 

My Lords. Dublin, 4th Odober 1809. 

We btg leave to reprelent to your Lordffiips, that His Majefty’s pacquets under 
our ^mmand are expofed to much diftrefs and great danger from the w-ant of a 
late Harbour on the eaft coaft of this kingdom, to which they can run for flielter 
at any time of tide in contrary winds, as until lately it was not known to any of us 
that fuch a Harbour ex.fted between Waterford and Beifiift, and that for want of 
luch a Harbour we have not uncommonly been obliged to keep the fea for many 
days together, cxpo.ed to greaf diftrefs and imminent danger, rather than venture 
to approach the coaft without the certainty of finding a Harbour, and have not 
unfrequently been blown back to Holyhead, which, befides the danger thus incurred 
toy the paffengers and crews, occations a delay in the communication between the 
Kingdom-, winch it is extremely defirable to facilitate by every pradUcal im- 
provement. 

Tiiat we have the happinefs to ftate to your Lordffiips, that we have lately feen 
wan mfimte pleature a plan of the Harbour of Anlglafs in the County of 
Down, with an account of that Harbour by Mr. Rennie, an eminent En- 
gineer, _ which we find further confirmed by .VPK.en2ie’s furvey, and by the Rt- 
poit ot an able and experienced Officer, Captain Countefs of the Royal Navy, who 
has lately with Lieutenant !■ ryer furveyed it, under an order from the Lords of the 
Admiralty; and from all theft it appears, that Ardglals Harbour ftands out into the 
Channe between St. John's Point and Strangford, of cafy accefs and fafe entrance, 
and with a lufficient depth of water for a larger ffiip than a packet to go in and 
come out at any ti.me of the tide, if a Pier were only built on ihe rocks that now 
orm the natural Harbour to protect velftls in the Harbour in foutherly gales, tiiey 
being by nature protefted by the high land on the other three quarters. We flatter 
qurlelves, that the importance of having a fafe Harbour wliich can be entered at any 
tirne of tide, either in eafterly gales when the pacquets dare not approach a lee fhore, 
or in contrary winds when they cannot fetch Dublin, is too mmifeft with refpeft 
to the lafety and lelief of P.iflengers and Crews, as well as facilitating the communl- 
•cation, to require to be pointed out by us ; but vve feel it our duly renw'-’- •••-.• 
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the pacqoets Could with fafety and eafe run for Ardglafs when they could not make 
a pafiap to Dublin, which would be a moft important improvement to the prefent 
liate or communication; and we find that the pacquets between Liverpool and Car- 
lingtord have frequently been faved by running into Ardglafs, when they could 
neither come over the Bar at Carlingford, nor put back to Liverpool ■ We there- 
fore make It our humble requeft, that your Lordlhips would take this into your 
molt ferrous confideration, and reconrmend it to his Grace the Lord Lieutenant to 
have a proper Pier confiruaed in the Harbour of Ardglafs, as a meafure tliat cannot 
tail to improve and facilitate the communication, and conduce in the greatefi degree 
to the lafety and accomniodation of the palfengers and crews of His MaieSv’s 
Jiacqucts, as well as all other veffels in the Channel. ^

We bad the honour of receiving the Right honourable William Welleflev Pole’s 
“Itimo. tra^nfmitting a copy of a Report of a Committee of the 
Houfe ol Commons 0,1 the Petition relating to Ardglafs Harbour, as alfo a Report 
from Rear Admiral Countefs, made by diredion of the Lords Commiflioners of the 
Admiralty; together wi.h a letter from the Earl O'Neill, Pollmafter General, cn- 
clofmg a rcprclentation from the Captains of the Packets, and defiring that we 
would take the lame into confideration, and report our opinion thereupon : 

having alfo tranlmiitcd to us a Petition of the Merchants, Traders

We beg leave to acquaint your Grace, that we thought it neceflkry to call upon 
Adniiral Connie s and Lieut. Fryer of the Royal Navy, who had furveyed \he 
Harbour of Ardg als, and to examine them ^len'onally as to the advantages to be 
derived both to the Revenue, and the proteftion of the trade in the Channel by the 
eretftion of a 1 ler at Ardgiafs. And we beg leave to lay befoie your Grace here- 
with, a copy ot the Evidence given by them thereupon, from which it is our 
f allegations have been now proved as laid before the Committee of 
dre Houfe of Commons ; and as it is admitted that the Pier at prefent building at 
Newcaftle in the Bay ot Dundrum, will have its good effea in affording probable 
tatety to veffels that may get embayed there, and in giving protedion to veffels of a 
moderate draft of water, and particularly to the filing trade. 

And Admiral Countefs having in one part of his evidence ftated that he thinks 
the Pier at Dundrum very ufeful and neceffary, as a chance of faving veffels and 
the lives ot manneis, and that it is a work that ought to have been made there 
long ago; we therefore think that the expenditure of £. y.coo upon chat Pier was 
well warranted, although it appears that it is not capable of affording proteftion to 
large Revenue cruizers and merchant veffels of large burthen or draft of water 
But as the Harbour of Ardglafs evidently poffeffes fuperior advantages, as appear^ 
from the nautical knowledge and refpeaable evidence of Admiral Countefs and 
Lieut. Fryer (now laid before us) it muft of courfe be of the utmoft utility in afford- 
ing 
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ing fiiclter to our large Revenue cruizers, and to trading and other veflels ofxon- 
fiderable burthen; and we are therefere of opir.ion, that as a ineafure of public 
utility, the cxj.cr.diiurc of jf. 14,^62 upon building a Pier in tliat Harbour v,i 1 be 
lull)' repaid by the advantages to be derived therefrom.

Owners of tire. city 
of Dublin ; refpeding Ardglafs Harbour. 

To his Grace the Duke of Richmokd, Lord Lieutenant General, and General 
Governor of Ireland. 

The Petition of the Merchants, Traders, and Ship Owners of the city, of D,ulplin, 
Humbly flaeweth, 

That great incon-.-nienccs and Ioffes of property, as well as of invaluable lives, 
arife from the want ot a Harbour on the eatl coaft of Ireland, between Dublin and 
Belfaft, to which veflbls can run for Ihelcer in eallerly gales'; tts the H.'trbours oa 
tiiat coatl are B;ir Harbours, with fliallow water. 

That it appears trom a furvey and plan made by Mr. Rennie the Civil Engineer, 
and by a Report from Mr. Rennie and, the Hydograplier to the Admiralty, that the 
Harbour of Ardglafs in the county of Down, does poffefs a fuffeient depth of 
water to receive veffels of 350 tons burthen at any time of tide, if a proper Pier 
were built in that Harbour; and that there is no bar, reef, rock, or fand bank, to 
obflrud the entrance or approach, but that it lies' open to the Channel bounded 
by high rocks, which make it eafy to be feen as landmarks to veffels in diftrefs : Wq • 
confider the building a proper Pier in the Harbour of 'Ardglafs, the Ellimate of 
which is only £. 14,662. an objeft of the utmoft national importance, and of the 
greateft advantage to the trading interefxs of the United Empire, and more particu- 
larly to the trade and navigation of this kingdom and the city of Dublin.

Admiral Countefs, Examined. 

Atkcd, Is it his opinion that the Harbour of Ardglafs will anfwerfor genera! pur- 
pole?, and whether the Pier of Newcaftle in Dundrum Bay, would not as well anl'wer 
every good purpofe in the protedtion of veffels ? fays. Not ; that there is not water 
■enough, there being but eight feet water at low water fpring tide outlide the Pier 
At Newcaftle ; and he does not confider it a fafe place for Kevenue cruizers to retort 
to in bad weather, on account of the lhallownels of the water at low tide, there not 
bfringroom enough between that and the Sttand Ibr veffels to work in. 

Aiked, Does he think it willferve the coafting trade between Dublin and Beifaft, 
&c. ? ftys. By no means. 

Atked, his realonsfor faying fb ? fays. That no veffel would run trom Newcaftle 
except in the greateft extremity, as, it ilie got embayed, ftie would run the greateft 
Ttlkof being loft. 

Aftced, Why a veffel would not run from it ? fiys, If a veffel got embayed there 
with a heavy fca. fhc would be in the greateft danger of being loft if the wind was 
right into the bay, and on account of not having lufficient depth of water near the 
Pier, veffels would be much expofed. 

Alked, If the depth of water was i o feet at Newcaftle, would it be fufficient for 
the j.-rbtedion ot veffels ? fays, Not, rtor would the inconvenience he complains of be 
•obviated, even if the water was deeper. 

Afked. Would the Pier of Ardglafs afford fufficient ffielter to veffels? fays, It 
would (if built upon the plan laid down) afford ftielter to veffels of 14 teet draft of 
water at any timeot tide. 

Alked, Will the fame difficulties occur there as ftated as to Dundrum, upon the 
approach of vefiels for fheltei or protedion ? fays, Not, becaufe it is a clear entrance 
and deep water ; fays, he has examined the plan, compared the toundings marked 
in the plan, and has found them as deep, if net deeper than therein repreftnted. 

Afked, Whether the indraft of w'ater which he has affigned as to veflels making 
Dundrum, does not occur at Ardglafs ? fays, Not. 

Aik-ed. Whether there are any rocks near Ardglafs to impede the entrance into the 
Harbour if the Pier was built? fays, Not any, as the entrance is perfediy clear. 

Atk :d. Whether if the rock near the Pier can be removed, will it anl'wcr the pur- 
pofe r lays, It wiU ; as there would be perfediy fmooth water. 

A/ked, Whether a veffel with an anchor propeny laid nut, could not work out of 
the Harbour of Ardglafs in moderate weather, fu as to put to fea ? fays, She could. 

Afked, If the Pier be built at Ardglais according to the plan propofed. Would not 
the Harbour be ftieltered from every pare of the compafs ? lays, Certainly. 

Crofs-examined. — Afked, Are there any reefs, funk rocks, or lai>ds, to impede the 
navigation of Dundrum Bay, fo far as relates to the Pier building there ? lays, He 
thinks the approach to the Pier is clear. 

Afked, Is not the ihore a bold and a fteep one ? fays, He cannot anfwer it, as he 
never has been in the Bay further than about the Pier, where the water is not deep, 
but thinks the Pier very ufeful and neceffary, as a chance of faving veffels and the 
lives of mariners ; and he thinks it is a work that ought to have been made there 
long ago.

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Alked, Are there any rocks near the Pier of Dundrum ? lays. Not- 
Alked, Does he know the rocks called the Cow and the Calt, and the dlftance they 
are from the Pier? fays, He knows there are fuch rocks, but does not know the 

diftance. . • v/i i 

Alkcd, When he was down ar Dundrum Bay, did ke afecrtain the diftance the 
Pier was to ran out into the fear fays, Not, except from the Plan. 

Alked, Whether he can from his own knowledge ftate it ? fays, Not. 

Alked, Did any perfon go with his Lieutenant to afeertain how far the Pier went 
into the fea? fays, The Foreman at the works, as he underftands. 

• Alked, Is not this Pier fituatecl at the fouth fide of the Bay, and is it not within 
the protcdling point of the land, called the Mountain Foot ? lays. It is. 

Alked, Is it not eafy of accefs ? fays. Yes. 

Adced, Can he acquaint the Board what kind of veflels frequent that Bay? fays. 
He faw one Brig coming out, but has no- other knowledge of what vcftels he- 
quent it. 

Afk-d, Then he knows nothing about the trading veflels r fays, Not. 

Alked, Ifaveflclwas coming^’fiom Dublin and going northward, and a flonn 
between Carlingford and Ardglafs, would fhe get flrelter in Dundrum Bay before 
Ihe would make for Ardglafs ? fays, If he was the Captain of her, he would not try 
it if he was out at fea, but if embayed there is no other chance. 

Alked, The diftance between Newcaftle and Ardglafs ? fays, About ten miles ; 
fays aTo, that a veflel embayed might be laved at Dundrum before Ihe could 
reach Ardglafs.

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Afked, If a Pier he built at Ardglafi, is it his opinion that it will afford protec- 
tion to trading veffets and Reverrue cruizers at any time of tide ? fays, It is. 

Afked, How is Ardglafs fituated, is the entrance dear, and is there any rock, 
reef, or fandbank to impede the entrance? fays, It is fituated in the Channel, and 
there is nothing to impede the entrance. 

Aiked, If a Revenue cruizer was lying in the Harbour of Ardglafs, could fiie 
get out at any time of tide, if a veffcl could pur to fea ? fays, She could.

Aficed, Why the Harbour of Dundrum is not approachable at any time of fide?

Aficed, Could a veffel in Dundrum get out as cafy at Ardglafs? fays, Not, as 
thev have a confiderable way to work out at Dundrum, but not at Ardglafs.

Afked, Did he fee a model tor the purpofe of Ihewing the depth of water about 
the Pier? fays, He did not, but underflknds from Mr. Rogers there was a rife of tide 
of twenty feet. 

Afked, His opinion of the depth of water at common tides? fays, About 9 or 
feet, but at low water fpring tides he found it about 8 feet. 

Afked, Can he tell the fpace of ground covered wich water (when the tide is in) 
within the Pier ? fays. He cannot, as he never was there at high water. 

Alked, Did he examine the fliorc to fee what kind of bottom it was? fays. He 
examined about the place where he took the foundings, but as to the reft he only 
heard by report that it was of a fimilar nature. 

Alked, is not the bottom of that kind of clay that a ftiarp built veffel could ftrike 
without injury ? fays. Me thinks not. 

Alked, Why ? fays, It did not appear of that foft kind of clay that afliarp veffel 
could ftrike without any injury fays. He did not examine the bottom at where the 
wreck was fo as to afeertain the nature of the clay. 

Afkjd, Would the veffel have been faved if the Pier was finiflted ? fays, He 
thinks the cargo and crew might, but cannot anfwer as to the veffel, not knowing 
the nature of the fea at that time. 

Alked, Is it his opinion that the Harbour of Ardglafs, if the Pier was built, 
would afford ample protection to veffels trading from Belfaft to Dublin, and to the 
Revenue cruizers at all feafons and all times of tide ? fays. It is.
